Job Finding This 
Summer Not Easy 


TALLAHASSEE—State Indust- 
rial Commission Chairman A. 
Worley Brown -warns Florida's 
young people that job finding this 
summer will not be easy. 

Last summer only one third of 
the teen-age job seekers were suc- 
cessful over the nation and the 
prediction for this year is sub- 
stantially the same. 

Brown pointed out that Florida's 
continued growth in population 
means a proportionately larger 
number of young people entering 
the labor market and, despite the 
state’s continued industrial expan- 
sion, job opportunities for young 
people are on the decline. 

Brown outlined reasons for this 
including increasing mechanization 
of jobs once filled by inexperienced 
temporary workers and the fact 
that many companies-are leveling 
out work needs over the year, giv- 
ing their. present employes over- 
time rather than taking on temp- 
orary help.
